More Voters 
Are Independent 


Independent voters — those 
specifying no party preference — 
now outnumber those registered in 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties, 

In a sharp gain since 1956, the 
year of the last state primary, the 
Independents now are 4,519 strong 
— while the combined registered 
strength of the two political 
parties is 4,233. 

Town Clerk George 
tabulating the statistics prior to 
primary day Sept. 9, announced 
that 8,752 men and women are 
eligible to vote in the primary.

Those voters already having a 
party enrollment on the official 


voting list may only be given the 
ballot of their party. Independents 
wishing to vote in the primary 
may ask for the ballot of either 
party, but not both. A party 
designation, depending on the

Another Try Needed 


It was regrettable that the shopping center zoning, 
approved at town meeting in March, has so quickly been 


ruled illegal. 


Apparently the intent and purpose of the by-laws were 
proper — but the naming of the Planning Board to execute 
their provisions was in error. This could not have been 


foreseen when the by-laws were drafted, as the court 
decision was handed down in June, some months after the 
town meeting. It said that only a board of appeals or board 


of selectmen may be given the authority to carry out provi- 
sions contained in zoning by-laws. 

Now that this legal ruling has been made, it is hoped 
that a properly worded by-law will be submitted to the 
next town meeting. For it would be unwise, in many cases, 
to allow shopping centers to be created in residential 


surroundings, without first 


having provided reasonable 
& | 


restrictions covering construction and operation.
